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Important causes of death were as follows: Tuberculosis of lungs, 
228; other forms of tuberculosis, 35; typhoid fever, 20; diphtheria 
and croup, 34; scarlet fever, 15; measles, 36; whooping cough, 33; 
pneumonia, 120; diarrheal diseases, under 2 years, 96; meningitis, 43; 
cancer, 123; accidents and violence, 207, of which number 54 were 
deaths from drowning. 

There was one death returned from smallpox, occurring in the city 
of Bay City, Bay County.

Estimated popula- 
tion, 345,000. Total number of deaths, 335, including diphtheria 2, 
enteric fever 6, measles 1, scarlet fever 1, whooping cough 1, and 42 
from tuberculosis.
